Although the hydraulicator is a 
two-way device, the resistance of- 
fered is not the same on the up or 
compression stroke of the spring as 
on the down or recoil stroke. On 
the compression stroke a compara- 
tively small amount of check is pro- 
vided, just enough to prevent the 
spring from compressing too quick- 
ly and “bottoming” on the frame.

FLEET OWNERS BARRED

Columbus, O., July 12.—No Ohio 
employer who takes out public 
liability and property damage in- 
surance on a fleet of automobiles 
belonging to him has the right 
under the law to include in such 
insurance coverage the automo- 
biles of his employees, according 
to a ruling handed down today by 
Judge C. S. Younger, state super- 
intendent of insurance.

Judge Younger added that while 
it would be proper for an employer 
to insure his own liability against 
public liability and property damage 
caused by an employee's car while 
in the service of the employer, the 
question as to liability in such in- 
stances must be determined by the 
conditions surrounding each separ- 
ate case and is not a matter for the 
department of insurance to deter-
